Subject: 

“Australian Aboriginals” 


The Academy takes great pleasure in 
welcoming Dr. Norman B. Tindale, a 
pioneer anthropologist in the field of 
Australian Aboriginal studies, to our 
March members’ meetings. In a series of 
long expeditions in the 1930’s, Dr. 
Tindale traveled by camel into Australia’s 
center recording on film the daily and 
sacred life of the desert Aborigines. His 
work resulted in a series of now classic 
films, numerous articles and a text which 
mapped and described the more than 
600 Aboriginal tribes of Australia. The 
information he gathered in these early 
expeditions led Dr. Tindale to become 
the first serious proponent of the idea 
that man arrived on the Australian con- 
tinent during the Pleistocene era, a view 
now fully supported by recent archaeo- 
logical research. . 


Following Dr. Tindale’s introductory re- 
marks and slides, we will see one of his 
films, ‘‘A Day in the Life of the Pitjandjara 
People’, which details the activities of a 
group of about 100 as they make their 
annual migration out to their clan terri- 
tories. This rare black and white silent 
film is accompanied by Dr. Tindale’s 
fascinating commentary. 


Dr. Tindale, a native of Perth, Australia, 
now makes his home in Palo Alto. 


As usual, your membership card admits 
you through the main entrance at Cowell 
Hall for all three presentations, and 
through the entrance at Wattis Hall for 
the matinee presentation only. (The 
Watts Hall entrance is closed in the 
evenings.) On Wednesday, March 8, you 
will be asked to present your card once 
more at the auditorium door for the 2:30 
program. 


Special Exhibits 


After listening to Dr. Tindale, be sure 

to include a visit to the Art of the First 
Australians exhibit in the Patricia Price 
Peterson Gallery. This major exhibition 
of Aboriginal art and artifacts of the past 
200 years has been extended through 
April 15. 


Unseen Flowers of the Desert continues 
in Hohfeld Gallery, right outside the 
Morrison Auditorium. These lovely mini- 
flowers, found in arid regions of the 
eight western states, were captured on 
film by Robert I. Gilbreath and is the only 
collection of its kind anywhere. Through 
April 15. 


Wilderness and Wildlife — The Northern 
Rocky Mountains — A spectacular photo 
exhibit by John Stern captures the 
majestic animals of the rugged terrain of 
the Northern Rocky Mountains, in color 
and black and white. Through March in 
Lower Cowell Hall Gallery. 


Liquid Crystals, which opened last month 
in Lovell White Hall, is a stunning exhibit 
of a photographic technique developed 
by scientists for scientists. The vivid 
colorful forms of these photomicro- 
graphs are reminiscent of fireworks, 
spacescapes and fantastic abstract 
paintings, but are, in reality, ordinary 
chemical compounds caught between 
their liquid and solid states. Liquid 
Crystals is the work of Marcel Vogel and 
Lawrence Schauffler; the large format 
prints were made by Patrick Quinlan.

Staff 
herpetologists will be on hand with 
some specimens from our collections 
and will be able to answer all your ques- 
tions about these oft maligned misunder- 
stood reptiles.

ous. If you do not own a snake, come out © 
and “‘borrow” one from the aquarium; 
we’ll have several loaners on hand for

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Phytanthoza Iconographia, a very rare 
and beautiful first edition of the finest 
florilegium to be published in Germany 
in the early 18th century is a valuable 
addition to the Academy’s library collec- 
tion, and was a gift last December from 
Mr. Frank P. McWhorter of Carmel. The

four-volume set contains Latin and Ger- 
man titles in red and black and each of 
the 1025 color-printed mezzotints, illus- 
trating flowers, fruits and vegetables, 
employs a process invented in the Neth- 
erlands around 1688; a combination of 
etching and mezzotint which makes deli- 
cate lines and a very fine grain possible. 


Ehret, one of the greatest botanical 
artists and illustrators of the period, pro- 
vided many of the drawings for the plates. 
Current evidence reveals there is only 
one other complete set of Phytanthoza 
Iconographia in this country.
